mittee of.the directors in regard to 
the factory’s dilemma in the disposal 
of its -ewage. Three avenues of dispos­ 
al \v< re reported as feasible. A com- 
mittt-f. of four was appointed to assist 
the factory committee, which is com­ 
posed of F. P. Nickey, R. J. Blee and 
F. H. Case, in determining what is 
best to be done, and in carrying out 
whatever plan can be carried out. 
There were represented in person. 
4.114 shares and 641 b\ proxy. 
following offer from the Case. 
Co. was received and filed: 
Case, Hinze Co., as soon as it 
omrol of its stock, agrees to 
: escrow in one of the banks in 
Ara. a sufficient amount of said 
protect the sugar company 
and all expenditures necessary 
to bring the plant fo a capacity of 600 
tons a day, if it should be 
demon­ 
strated in another run that the said 
plant is not of full capacity of 600 
tons per day. 
This offer is based on 
the express condition that the pres­ 
ent management shall have control 
of the operation of the plant, and that 
the sugar company furnish an ade­ 
quate supply of water, suitable for su­ 
gar factory purposes, and a drainage 
outlet adequate to take all factory re­ 
fuse water without obstruction to the 
operation of the plant, and a suitable 
place for the deposit of the pulp and 
lime, the demonstration to be made 
to the satisfaction of the board of 
directors.” 
James McFadden stated that this 
proposition could not be taken up be­ 
cause the stock of the Case, Hinze Co. 
is tied up by attachment in law suits. 
F. P. Nickey for tae committee on 
drainage stated that there were three 
plans by which the sewage outlet in 
pipelines could be obtained, provided 
rights-of-way could be secured. 
The Three Suggestions 
One of these plans was to follow 
the Pacific Electric*and secure exit in 
the ocean between Newport 
Beach 
and Huntington Beach. 
Another plan was to take the wa­ 
ter west on the Delhi road to land 
near the Santa -Ana river. 
This land 
should be tiled, and tne objectionable 
materials in the sewage be removed, 
the water to drain off into the chan­ 
nel, provided a right to allow it to go 
there could be obtained. 
A third way was to go south on 
Main street, and go to the bay, pro­ 
viding sidelines for tne disposal 
of 
sewage on 
Irvine 
and 
McFadden 
properties. 
That rights-of-way lrad not been ob­ 
tained was brought out. 
That the fac­ 
tory cannot run without an outlet was 
pointed out.

M cF ad de n and Irvine 
James McFadden, during the course 
of the meeting, read a statement hs 
to his position in regard to granting 
concessions for the disposal of sew­ 
age, which was summed up in the last 
paragraph as follows: 
“ Judging from the past and present 
vindicative and malicious attitude of 
the parties in control of this corpora­ 
tion toward me, and from tneir indif­ 
ference in the matter of foul odors, I 
believe that if I should enter into any 


such agreement with them as at first 
contemplated by Mr. Irvine and my­ 
self, or if I in any way should place 
myself at the mercy of this corpora­ 
tion. my rights and interests would 
be jeopardized and would receive no 
consideration whatever, and 1 would 
thus he compelled to resort to the 
courts for protection. 
Knowing these 
conditions, I do not propose to put 
myself in a position to suffer loss or 
be caused further trouble, 
i 
regret 
that these conditions exist, but know 
of no remedy within my power.” 
James Irvine also stated his posi­ 
tion, saying that he has no confidence 
in the Case management and as long 
as it remains in control it will be use­ 
less to come to him. 
The next effort to secure an outlet 
will likely be to get a 
right-of-way 
from the Pacific Electric with the ex- 
pectaiion of taking the sewage to the 
ocean. 
During the course of the meeting 
frequent 
mention was made of the 
Case, Hinze Co. statement mailed re­ 
cently to stockholders, a summary of 
which appeared in the Register yes­ 
terday.

Th e W at er Question 
James Irvine— “ In this printed state­ 
ment issued by the ease, Hinze Co. it 
is said that the factory never had wa­ 
ter enough, that the reason the plant 
did not come to capacity was lack of 
water. 
Mr. Catey had something to 
do with those wells. Let us hear from 
him.” 
Catey (a well borer)— At times wa­ 
ter was running in the reservoir. 
I 
have not the least doubt but what they 
could have had enought if they had 
gone right at it. 
At no 
time 
was 
there machinery here to pump 
the 
wells properly. 
The three wells would 
have given 150 to 200 inches if they 
went at it right. 
The factory has not 
sufficient settling basins for any in­ 
dustrial factory, to take 
out 
sand. 
Last year the sand went through the 
reservoir and into the factory.” 
Irvine— “ Could you have 
furnished 
enough water?” 
Catey— “ I f I had been allowed to go 
ahead, I could have. 
Once my fore­ 
man told me Hinze shut the water off 
his engine. 
It was shut off several 
times, and we were interfered with.” 
* A. H. Stutsman— “ Was this water 
matter up to the board or the contrac­ 
tor?” 
James McFadden— “ The matter was 
strictly up to the corporation. I plead­ 
ed to get Catey here.
